Government and Private 
Operation in Canada 


An Analysis of Results Obtained On 
The Two Large Railway Systems 


in That Country, Under 
State and Company 
Control. 


By J. L. PAYNE 
(Formerly Controller of Statistics, 
Department of Railways and Canals,

(From Railway Age, Chicago.) 

Since the special announcement of 
the deficit of $70,000,000, the Canadian 
National Railways for the fiscal year 
1920, there has naturally been a great 
deal of speculation and enquiry as 
to the underlying causes. That de- 
ficit was, of course, much larger than 
the figures given out. It omitted-a 
very large volume of fixed charges. 
The only excuse for this omission 
was that some of these charges on the 
basis of standard accounting are not 
definitely known. They are readily 
ascertainable, but they have not been 
made up. ‘That was the loose way in 
which state railway accounting was 
begun more than half a century ago, 
and it has never been thought 
worth while to make a change. There 
was no demand for the information 
anyway. Absolute indifference pre- 
vailed with respect to the whole mat- 
ler. 

A reversal of public sentiment has 
taken place within the past three 
months, The craving for authentic 
data is general and insistent, Think- 


ing men alj over the country are ex-| 


pressing deep concern in the volume 
of actual loss and the causes which 
have brought it about. Since the 
facts with regard to the deficit were 
presented in recent issues of Railway 
Age, there is no intention of repeat- 
ing them now. It will be sufficient to 
bear in mind that the fixed charges 
attaching to $2,300,000,000 of capital 
liability, added to the operating short- 
age, will probably produce a deficit 0 
not less than $140,000,000 for the cur- 
rent year. It need not be said that, 
inasmuch as this loss falls wholly on 
the Dominion treasury, it is a serious 
matter to a country like Canada, with 
a population of 9,000,000 and a gross 
revenue of less than $500,000,000. 
Judgment By Comparison. 

If a glance is taken of the map of 
Canada, it will be seen that three lines 
of railway run closely parallel to each 
other from Winnipeg to “the Pacific 
Coast. One of these is the Canadian 
Pacific, the other two form parts of 
the Canadian National group. As 
units, the latter are the Canadian 
Northern and the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic. The cye is scarcely able to follow 
the parrallel through Onttrio, Que- 
bec, and the eastern provinces, but it 
nevertheless exists. That will be ob- 
vious when a statement of operating 
mileage by provinces is brought un- 
der the eye. The facts from west to 
cast are as follows:

necessary in relation to the foregoing 
table. It docs not includé the mile- 
age of the Grand Trunk nor of a 
number of branch and subsidiary 
roads. The Prince Island Railway is 
also omitted. If these were all 
brought in the mileage of the Cana: 
dian National would rise to 22,500. 
But the Grand Trunk had not been 
officially taken over by June 30, 1919, 
which happens, for reasons not eredit- 
able to the new Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, to be the last year for which 
information is available on a basis 
permitting of direct comparisons, The 
units which will be with the Canadian 
Pacific are the Canadian Northern, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, the National 
Transcontinental and the Intercolon- 
ial. They contribute the mileage in 
the statement. If the omjtted mile- 
age and the operating results there- 
from were brought in they would 
mercly serve to make matters worse. 

It will be observed that these roads 
have closely corresponding milcages 
in the various provinces. They tap 
in about the same measure the great 
wheat growing areas of the west, and 
meet on an equal footing on the in- 
dustrial centres of Ontario and Que- 
bec. They run through the Mari- 
time Provinces pragtically side by 
side. Therefore, it would be difficult 
to find any good ground for objection 
to the comparisons which will be 
made, Yet these two systems Rad 
operating results far apart in 1919, 
The Canadian Pacific has a net cor- 
porate income of $36,977,263, and the 
Canadian National units had a deficit 
of $40,650,222, This deficit, in accord-

From being 11.5 per cent. higher than 
the Canadian Pacific in 1917 the cost 
rose to 26 per cent. higher in 1919. 

We ect a little nearer to our final 
answer when our inquiry discloses the 
fact that while these four units of the 
Canadian National increased gross 
earnings in 1919 over 1917 by 24.6 per 
cent., the Canadian Pacific scored a 
betterment of but 10.9 per cent. dur- 
ing the same period. Thus the gov- 
ernment system had a distinct advant- 
age in respect of income, The trouble 
was not in that field. While, how- 
ever, the Canadian Pacific was adding 
to oper:ating expenses by 34 per cent. 
the Canadian National was swelling 
outgo by 69.7 per cent. The result 
in dollars and cents was that a_ net 
operating surplus of $13,510,116 in 
1917 was turned into an operating de- 
ficit of $10,858,926 in 1919. The Can- 
adian Pacific, on the other hand, came 
out with net operating carnings of 
$32,429,475. 

Extending the analysis by measur- 
ing both earnings and operating ex- 
penses by combined ton and passen- 
ger miles, it is found that while the 
Canadian National increased gross 
earnings from  .831 in 1917 to 1.112 
cents in 1919 the Canadian Pacific ad- 
vanced from .897 to 1.282. This was 
equal to a gain of 35.0 percent. in one 
case and 42.9 in the other. With re- 
spect to operating expenses, however, 
the government group rose from .681 
to 1.252, while the Canadian Pacific 
went up from .591 to 1.027. The dif- 
ference in one instance was 83.9 per 
cent. and on the other 73.8. Putting 
it in another and suggestive way, 
while the difference between the two 
systems was 15.2 per cent. in 1917, ad- 
verse to the Canadian National in 
1919, it was 21.9. That difference 
tells us plainly how much better the 
Canadian Pacific was able to meet the 
rising tide of operating cost than was 
the management of the government 
system. : 


‘Trainload and Carload Tests. 


A very strong sidelight is thrown 
on the operating results as expressed 
in terms of dollars and cents, and we 
begin to catch a clear glimpse of 
weakness in fundamentals, when we 
look into the ‘trainload and carload 
situation on the Canadian National as 
contrasted With that on the Canadian 
Pacific. The fact will spare me from 
any comment whatever. 

In carload the Canadian National is 
open to serious criticism. It was 
only one ton below the average of the 
Canadian Pacific in 1917 and it pick- 
ed that up in 1919, That is the single 
sign of betterment in operating con- 
ditions. By all other tests, without 
exception, the system gave a poorer 
performance in 1919 than in 1917. 

The trainload of the various units 
was as follows:

This result was 38.5 per cent. below 
the average trainload of the Canadian 
Pacific in 1917 and 41.1 per cent. in 
1919. It might be assumed that the 
striking difference was duc to unfav- 
orable grades on the government 
roads, but it would be a mistake. The 
Canadian Pacific is ata marked disad- 
vantage in that regard. It has al- 
ways been the boast of the Canadian 
Northern that its .4 per cent. controll- 
ing grade was the best of any road of 
similar length in North America; yet 
the Canadian Northern had an aver- 
age trainload of 388.4 tons in 1917 and 
fell to 337.9 in 1919. That must be 
compared with 529.8 and 522.1 on the 
Canadian Pacific. 

The lighter trainload of the Cana- 
dian National is due to fewer cars 
hauled. In 1917 the number was 17.2, 
but in 1919 this had decreased to 15.6. 
On the other hand, the Canadian Paci- 
fic had an average of 22.6 in 1917 and 
22.2 in 1919, 


Wages and Employees Compared. 

It was during the year ended June 
30, 1919, that the McAdoo award be- 
gan to make its pernicious influence 
felt among the railways of North 
America, and it would seem to be per- 
fectly fair to compare the way in 
which this difficulty was met by the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
Pacific. Two tests have been applied; 
and the results are rather significant, 
The first deals with the volume of 
wages per ton and passenger mile 
combined. The showing is as follows:

These figures must be contrasted 
with averages of .344 and .625 by the 
Canadian Pacific. Incidentally, this 
test reveals the extent to which the 
swollen payroll effected operating cost 
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of all railways in Canada up to 1919, 
But while the Canadian Pacific was 
able to keep the increase down to 78.8 
per cent, the Canadian National, deal- 
ing with precisely the same conditions 
as to scale and classification, had an 
addition of 94.7 per cent. 

The second test related to the com- 
bined tons and passenger miles per 
employee. As to number of em- 
ployees, the Canadian Pacific, between 
1917 and 1919, met a decline of 21.8 
per cent. in ton and passenger miles 
by cutting down the operating staff by 
2.1 per cent. The Canadian National, 
o the other had, had a drop of 9.1 per 
cent, in the same mileage yet added 
to the number of employees by 21.8 
on the other hand, had a drop of 9.1 per 
and passenger miles by employees, 
was the following performances:

The Canadian Pacific had, per em- 
ployee, an average of 261,713 ton pas- 
senger miles in 1917 and 208,331 in 
1919. The decrease in the case of the 
government roads was equal to 24.8 
per cent. in the case of the Canadian 
Pacific 20.3. The contrast by em- 
ployees is obvious. The broad ques- 
tion of operating policy, as well as the 
further consideration of morale, are 
involved to repeat the tests. 

It should not be necessary. to repeat 
that the standard of the appraisal 
here employed is absolutely just. Ton 
and passenger miles express quite 
directly the service which each rail- 
way is called upon to give, and it is 
therefore fair to measure both finan- 
cial and operating results by that com- 
prehensive gage. We have seen liow 
the two systems here contrasted stand 
up under the analysis made, and while 
many other deductions are plainly 
and pertinently suggested I have no 
disposition to deal with them. My 
purpose has been to present the facts 
and allow them to tell their own, story 
as to how the various units compos- 
ing the Canadian National performed 
in 1917 and 1919. 


The Results In 1920. 


The facts for the fiscal year 1920 
cannot be presented in comparative 
form for two reasons in chief, First, 
the essential factor of loaded car 
mileage is lacking; second, the year 
to which the figures recently present- 
ed to parliament relate ended Decem- 
ber 3lst instead of June 30. Some 
general comparisons, however, can be 
made, subject to the qualifications as 
to the difference in years, 

The operating ratio in 1920 to 124.01 
and the operating deficit to $36,842,- 
970. This should be compared with 
a ratio of 81.39 by the Canadian Paci- 
fic and a net operating revenue of $33,- 
153,045. 

Operating expenses per ton and 
passenger mile combined were equal 
to 1.567 cents on the .Canadian Na- 
tional and 1.179 on the Canadian Paci- 
fic. Without making allowance for 
the difference in the years, it may be 
said that these results showed a 
worsening by 25.1 per cent. over 1919 
on the government system, as com- 
pared with an increase of 14.8 per 
cent. on the corporate road. An im- 
portant, but quite unavoidable qualifi- 
cation in those and succeeding re- 
sults is that they do not induce fig- 
ures from the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Data as to mileage for that road are 
lacking, which prevents their being 
brought in. The effect would, how- 
ever, quite definitely be to, aggravate 
the situation as disclosed by the other 
units, for the Grand Trunk Pacific in 


1920 made much the worst showing ° 


in its history. 

Measuring transportation expenses 
by ton and passenger miles in 1920 
the result gives .774 per cent for the 
Canadian National and .556 for the 
Canadian Pacific. In this particular 
test the showing of the government 
roads was worse by 23.6 per cent. in 
1920 over 1919, as compared with an 
increase of 10.5 per cent. by the Cana: 
dian Pacific, 

In short, if a full and accurate com- 
parison could be made as_ between 
operating results on the Canadian 
National lines in 1917 and in 1920 it 
would unquestionably show not only 
a scrious aggravation of all the con- 
ditions, but a much greater increase 
in the adverse showings that was cx- 
perienced by the Canadian Pacific. 
The point which should be given 
proper emphasis is that, while the 
Canadian National system is funda- 
mentally weak, operating results ‘have 
been made worse year by year by un- 
skilled, wasteful and incompetent ad- 
ministration. There cannot possibly 
be -any doubt of that, and it has a 
vital bearing on the exceedingly per- 
piexing Canadian railway problem at 
this moment,

planting a greater area in rye, with a 
view to solving the drought problem 
in Southern Alberta and Southwestern 
Saskatchewan, a Iunclieon was recent- 
ly given by the Winnipeg Board of 
Trade, the Canadian Credit Men's As- 
sociation, the Rotary and Kiwanis 
Clubs and the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, 

Several liundred representative 
business men heard a report from a 
committee of investigation which was 
brought together by the Western 
Canada Colonization, Association, 
bearing on this subject. 

The report sets out that after a gen- 
eral discussion of existing conditions 
in the areas affected, immediate ac- 
tion on the following programme was 
considered desirable:—Prompt steps 
should be taken to encourage and en- 
sure the sowing of fall rye in South- 
ern Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
particularly in the following areas— 


In Saskatchewan, south and cast off committee that 


a line from Estevan, Moose Jaw, Out- 
look and Macklin to the Alberta 
boundary, and in Alberta, south of a 
line extending from Calgary to a 
point adjoining the Saskatchewan 
boundary east of Macklin. 

Among the reasons and advantages 
of sowing fall rye, the report includes 
the following:—Fall rye is more re- 
sistent to drought and cutworms, and 
therefore gives a greater sccurity lo 
the grower than any other spring- 
sown cereal. Fall rye, in addition, to 
its value as a grain crop, has a dis- 
linct value for pasture and hay. Tall 
rye ripens three weeks earlier than 
wheat, thus escaping the hot winds 
prevalent in the latter half of Ji:ly. 
Fall rye growing distributes the work 
of the farm over a greater part of the 
year, and it assists in preventing soil 
drying. It has been readily market- 
able through the usual charnels for 
marketing grain. It has a high feed- 
ing value in hog production and un- 
der present conditions can be adyan- 
tageously marketed through this class 
of livestock. 

The report continues that it was 
agreed that since the seed of any 
special variety may not be available 
in sufficient quantities to seed the 
entire area, it would be desirable to 
encou-age the sowing-of ordinary rye, 
Evidence was submitted showing the 
superior yielding qualities of Posen 
rye and North Dakota 959. The com- 
mittee recommends and urges all 
those who are in a position to pur- 
chase these varicties to do so secur- 
ing their requirements carly. 

On the subject of soil preparation 
the committee recognizes that much 
erain is sown in poorly prepared 
vround, and an unnecessary gamble 
is taken by those producers whi fail 
to cultivate properly, The committee 
further realizes that those who ex- 
tend credits for seed will be the ones 
to detcrmine to whom such credits 
will be given, but it suggests the inad- 
visability of advancing additional 
credit to those whose land has not 
been properly cultivated. 


The committee also early 


urges 


seeding, but realizes that moisture 
conditions in the soil must neces- 
sarily determine how late seeding 


can be done. In general, the most 
desirable dates are between Aug. 15 
and Sept. 10, but if moisture condi- 
tions warrant, seeding may be carried 
on up to Sept. 20. In some cases 
crops have been successful when sown 
later, but this is not recommended. 
Where it is particularly desired to 
prevent soil drifting, late July or 
early August seeding is advisable. 
The rate of seeding suggested is 
three pecks per acre. 

The rye average for Canada for 
three dry years, 1918, 1919 and 1920, 
is 15.41 bushels per acre against 11.41 
bushels. 

These three dry years show 50 per 
cent. greater rye production in all Al- 
berta, and it may be assumed that 
the production was even greater in 
the dry areas. 

Other statistics included in the re- 
port show that in every year from 
1915 to 1920, inclusive, in Saskatche- 
wan the yield of rye per acre was 
greater than that of wheat by fully 
25 per cent. 

The statistics, covering a period of 
years, show that the prices per bus- 
hel of rye in Canada average from 25c 
to 30c per bushel under wheat. The 
New York Produce Exchange statis- 
cal report of 1920, page 35, shows that 
the average price of rye for seven- 
teen years, from 1903 to 1920, was 
1.07 per bushel, and the average 
price per bushel for wheat was $1.24 
for the same period, This is about 
15 per cent. in favor of wheat. 

It is clear, therefore, that the pro- 
duction of rye in Alberta, and Sas- 
katchewan, particularly dufing the 
dry years, beitig so much greater than

Using Canned 
Fish

When the doctor says, “Less meat 
and more fish and milk and = vege- 
tables,” whac is the housewife to do 
who lives miles from even the small- 
est stream boasting fish? Preserved 
fish is the answer. 

Anong the preserved fishes we find 
smoked, salted, pickled and canned 
fish, And fish in these various forms 
provides delightful variety in the diet. 
Smoked fish is sometimes freshened 
by soaking in cold water or par-boil- 
This is also done with salt fish, 

Codfish is one of the staples when it 
comes to salt fish. After it is soak- 
cd or par-boiled, it may be made into 
a number of delectable dishes. 

For instance, how about some cod- 
fish balls? Mix two cups of freshen- 
ed salt codfish with one cup of chop- 
ped or mashed potato. Add a little 
grated onion for flavor, some pepper, 
and a little melted butter. Form 
into bafls. Roll into beaten egg and 
then into fine crumbs. Fry in deep 
fat until a golden brown, Drain on 
soft paper and serve on hot dish

Many of the commercial canners are 
lining the cans in which they pack fish 
with parchment paper, so that the 
old objections to canned fish have 
been practically removed. Not only 
is fresh fish packed in cans, but even 
folks far from the sea may enjoy all 
the delights of the various forms of 
shell fish. 

That any canned food may be at its 
best, it is necessary to remove the 
contents of the can to a china plate 
and allow the food to air for a couple 
of hours. Rinsing canned lobster 
and crab with cold water helps a bit. 
In fact, between the airing and the 
rinsing it is difficult to tell when the 
shell fish is put into a salad or other 
made dish that it is a canned product. 

Suppose, some warm evening, when 
the man of the house is a bit out of 
sorts, you surprise him with a crisp, 
cold lobster or crab salad. Chill the 
plate you serve it on and have the 
salad on ice for an hour or so before 
serving. 

Use equal parts of diced celery and 
crab. Moisten with mayonnaise and 
scrve on leaves of lettuce. Garnish 
with radish rosebuds, olives and slices 
of hard-cooked eggs.

British Turbo- 
Electric Locomotive 


Evolving Locomotive of New Type 
That May Revolutionize Rail- 
roading. 

Great secrecy is being observed re- 
garding the turbo-electric locomotive 
which a leading British engincering 
firm is building for trial on a main line 
British railway. It can, howver, be 
stated that the principle adopted is 
similar to the system of electric ship 
propulsion which was first patented in 
Great Britain, Th prime mover is a 
high speed turbine coupled direct to 
an electric generator; this generator 
supplies current through controllers 
to motors which drive the wheels 
through some form of gearing. The 
advantage of this arrangement is that 
it combines the great efficiency of the 
high-speed turbine with the flexibility 
of clectric speed control. If. the 
trials are successful they will prob- 
ably lead to the conversion of many 
express steam locomotives to the 
electric drive. This turbo-clectric 
locomotive is not to be confounded 
with a new type of “thermo-electric” 
locomotive which another leading 
British firm is building for experimen- 
tal purposes. In this case the prime 
mover is an internal combustion en- 
gine of a novel and economical de- 
sign, which can utilize any kind of 
crude oil, In countries overseas 
where there is a deficient water sup- 
ply along the routes of railways there 
is a magnificent ficld for an internal 
combustion engine locomotive which 
proves to be really efficient.

Research We Work at at Saskatoon 


Study of Concrete. 


Saskatoon, as the headquarters of 
the laboratory of the study of the 
disintegration of concrete, will be re- 
commended to the council of the 
Canadian Institute of Engincers, and 
to the University of Saskatchewan, 
according to W. P. Brereton, city en- 
gineer; A. Blackie, city analyst, and 
W. M. Scott, chief commissioner of 
the Greater Winnipeg Water District. 

These three, with about 30 others 
from the city, attended the western 
professional meeting of the institute, 
and learned that quite a large amount 
of research work had already been 
done by ,Prof. Williams, of the Unl- 
versity of Saskatchewan, into the 
composition of silicates, and Prof. 
Thorwaldson, of the same university, 
was recommended to take charge of 
this particular research. 

Though the province of Manitoba 
has contributed nothing to the cost 
of the work, the institute has cnough 
money in sight to go ahead with the 
business, as $15,000 a year for three 
‘years has been promised by the Do- 
minion, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Governments and from _ other 
sources. It is expected that the 
work: will soon be fairly well under 
way.—Free Press.

Cutting Down Trees 


Proved That Timber Does Not In- 
crease In Mature Fofests, 


“Our Canadian grandfathers, 
‘many of them, held every tree an 
enemy, and spent their lives harry- 
ing them with fire and axe,” says 
an castern writer. “Some of their 
grandchildren hold that man is an 
enemy -who cuts down any tree in any 
place. The attitude is in both cases 
illogical. If a tree is worth more 
than anything else that will grow on 
a particular plece of land, then it 
should be protected till it is mature; 
and on the other hand there is no 
virtue in abstaining for ten years from 
‘cutting down a mature forest in the 
hope that the quantity of timber will 
be greater at the end than at the be- 
ginning of that time. It has been 
ascertained by foresters that in ma- 
ture forests the gain from the growth 
of the younger trees is offset by the 
loss through the death and decay of 
the older trees. A mature forest 
ought to be cut down and marketed 
as soon as conditions are favorable, 
but if the land ig not suited to grow 
agricultural crops, provision should 
be made for bringing on a new crop 
from fire and insects. To do this 
economically is the work of the forest 
engineer, that representative of the 
new profession to which so many 
young Canadians are turning.”

Youngstown School of Agricuiture 
Wishes to Co-operate with 
Farmers where Pests 


Are Found 


(By R. M. Scott, Principal Youngs- 
town School of Agriculture) 

Grasshoppers are quite numer- 
ous in many districts in this part 
of Alberta this fall, They have 
increased to such an extent that 
the prospects for next year are 
very bad and it seems that every 
possibte means of control must he 
exercised in order.to reduce in- 
jury from these pests next year 

Mr, E. H, Strickland in charge 
of the Dominion Entomological 
Laboratory, Lethbridge, offers 
the following suggestion: 

“We have under observation 
instances in which summerfal 
lowed crops would have made # 
fair yield thad not countles: 
swarms of grasshoppers come in 
from neighboring breeding 
grounds which had not been 
treated, and the hoppers remained 
on them until they were winged 
These breeding grounds must be 
very obvious in the fall, that is, 
drom now on till the middle of 
September, owing to the habit of 
the males swarming over the fe 
males while the latter are ovipos 
iting, thus giving to the breeding 
ground the appearance of being 
covered with small struggling 
bunches of yellow grasshoppers, 
Many of these breeaing grounds 
were observed last full, and in a 
few instances they were r-ported 
tous. Ifthe majority of these 
were located in the fall and re- 
ported to us steps could then be 
taken next Spring to sve that they 
receive proper attention, Weare 
advocating such a campaign in 
our local press, and would offer 
the suggestion to you that you 
try to get the business men or 
any one else that motors through 
the country, to report breeding 
places when they are seen, In 
this manner much of the trouble 
that will inevitably be experi- 
enced next year when the happers 
bevin to fly can be reduced,”

operate in every wav possible: 


with anyone and everyone to at- 
tempt to control and exterminate 
the grasshopper,

this year Lut we are still ready to

the district so that these pests 
may be effectively conmbatted 
We would urge that the sug ges- 
tions in Myr Strickland’s letter be 
taken up that the breeding places 
of hoppers may be located this 
falland reported to the proper 
authorities or some councillor ot 
officer of the municipal district in 
which these places are located 
Such information is also of great
